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From  the  statistical  table  listed  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
district  had  a  very  good  record  during  the  year  in  relation  to  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease.  Whooping  cough  was  the  only 
disease  to  reach  epidemic  proportions. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  report  that  no  case  of  diptheria  or  anterior 
poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  area. 

I  would  again  stress  the  need  for  continual  propaganda  to 
encourage  parents  to  have  their  children  protected  against  diptheria 
and  smallpox.  We  have  had  during  the  year  a  strong  reminder,  by  an 
outbreak  of  diptheria  in  a  neighbouring  district,  that  the  disease  is 
only  dormant  in  the  community,  and  that  under  suitable  conditions 
it  could  again  establish  itself  as  a  major  epidemic  disease  with  all  its 
previous  virulence.  The  immunisation  state  of  the  children  under 
15  years  of  age  is  as  follows  : — 

Children  aged  1  to  4  years  .  .  50% 

„  „  5  to  15  „  .  .  71% 

At  the  time  of  writing  an  even  stronger  warning  has  been  received 
for  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  high  vaccination  rate  amongst  the 
population.  The  recent  outbreak  of  smallpox  on  the  Lancashire- 
Yorkshire  border  which  started  amongst  the  cotton  operatives  in  the 
area,  again  shows  how  easily  the  disease  can  be  introduced  into  this 
country  in  spite  of  the  formidable  preventive  measures  which  are 
continually  in  operation.

There  were  32  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  16  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December, 
1952,  which  gives  a  rate  of  5-95  cases  of  Tuberculosis  per  thousand 
population  as  compared  with  4-63  in  1951. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Action  was  taken  under  section  47  of  the  above  Act  in  one  case. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE. 

Water  Supplies. 

A  temporary  piped  water  supply  was  provided  during  the  year  to 
the  village  of  Great  Langton,  to  replace  the  existing  shallow  well 
supply  which  was  grossly  contaminated  bacteriologically.  This  new 
supply  which  is  filterated  and  chlorinated  is  taken  from  the  source 
supplying  Kiplin  and  will  be  superseded  by  the  Cod  Beck  supply 
before  the  end  of  1953,  when  it  is  hoped  that  the  distribution  scheme 
for  the  entire  rural  area  will  have  been  completed. 

It  will  be  a  great  relief  from  the  public  Health  angle  when  it  is 
possible  to  dispense  with  the  existing  shallow  well  supplies  in  the  area 
which  probably  constitute  the  greatest  potential  health  hazard  to  the 
local  population  at  present. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  plant  serving  the  Parishes  of  Brompton 
and  Romanby  is  now  in  operation  although  there  is  still  some  work  to 
be  done  before  the  deep  sewer  and  pumping  plant  serving  Brompton 
Parish  is  completed.  The  effluent  being  delivered  from  the  new 
plant  is  very  satisfactory  and  in  consequence  the  long  standing  nuisance 
in  the  River  Wiske  due  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  previous  works  has 
now  been  abated. 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  year’s  report,  the  provision  of  a 
plentiful  piped  supply  of  water  throughout  the  district  will  result  in 
the  demand  from  numerous  villages  for  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
plant  in  order  that  the  present  conservancy  method  of  disposal  may 
be  replaced  by  the  water  carriage  system. 

A  system  of  priorities  should  be  prepared  in  order  that  in  the 
more  urgent  cases  an  outline  of  the  proposed  scheme  can  be  prepared 
and  submitted  for  Ministerial  approval.  It  is  appreciated  that  a 
preliminary  survey  has  already  been  prepared  by  your  Consulting 
Engineer,  and  that  the  magnitude  of  the  task  on  economic  grounds  is 
considerable.  Since  the  time  lag  between  submission  of  an  outline 
scheme  to  the  Ministry  and  the  receipt  of  a  final  starting  date  is  a 
fairly  lengthy  one,  I  would,  therefore,  urge  that  the  council  consider 
carefully  the  advisability  of  presenting  the  more  important  schemes 
at  a  very  early  date. 

Milk. 

There  are  eight  registered  retail  Milk  Sellers  in  the  area,  who  are 
supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  but  there 
are  twelve  registered  dealers  who  are  supervised  to  ensure  that  they 
comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  Regulations. 


Meat  and  Food. 

All  food  shops  in  the  district  are  visited  periodically  by  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  the 
handling  of  foodstuffs. 

The  centralised  slaughter  and  inspection  of  meat  is  still  carried 
out  in  the  Northallerton  Urban  area.  Your  sanitary  inspector  as  in 
previous  years,  has  carried  out  relief  duties  on  meat  inspection  when 
required. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  pointing  out  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  the  unsatisfactory  system  under  which  the  meat 
inspectors  at  government  controlled  abattoirs  have  to  work.  There 
would  appear  to  be  no  recognised  uniform  procedure  of  dealing  with 
condemned  meat  in  these  abattoirs  and  apparently  no  direct  guidance 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Ministry  involved.  The  situation  has,  of 
course,  arisen  since  1940,  when  slaughterhouse  control  was  transferred 
to  the  central  government  ;  previous  to  this,  meat  inspection  was 
governed  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  of  1938,  but  it  now  seems 
extremely  doubtful  whether  this  Act  can  now  be  applied  or  not  since 
the  system  of  inspection  seems  now  to  be  controlled  by  a  series  of 
regulations. 

This  question  of  whether  or  not  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is 
applicable  is  no  mere  academic  one  but  is  extremely  important  from 
the  local  government  angle.  This  has  been  shown  recently  by  a 
demand  on  a  neighbouring  Authority  for  compensation  where  it  is 
alleged  that  a  mistake  was  made  by  the  meat  inspector  in  wrongly 
condemning  a  carcase. 

A  definite  ruling  on  this  problem  is  long  overdue. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  relatively  few  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district 
but  the  important  ones  have  been  visited  regularly  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  hygienic  conditions.  The  full  co-operation  of  the 
managements  has  been  obtained  when  helpful  criticism  was  offered. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  refuse  collection  staff  have  at  times  found  it  extremely 
difficult  to  maintain  the  routine  collections,  which  at  present  are 
weekly  in  the  larger  villages  and  fortnightly  in  the  more  rural  areas. 
Much  as  it  would  be  desirable  to  extend  the  service  there  can  be  no 
question  of  doing  so  without  augmenting  the  present  staff. 

Once  again  I  must  point  out  the  undesirability  of  the  tip  at  Yafforth 
Road  although  there  has  been  some  improvement  during  the  year  in 
its  maintenance  it  is  very  desirable  that  a  new  tipping  ground  should 
be  acquired. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  existing  scheme  of  rodent  control  whereby  a  full  time  opera- 
or  is  shared  with  the  Northallerton  Urban  Authority  has  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  work  done  will  be  found 
in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Romanby 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  stream 
receiving  the  effluent. 

A  number  of  other  water  courses  in  the  district  are  still  polluted, 
the  only  satisfactory  remedy  being  the  construction  of  modern  sewage 
disposal  plants  to  serve  the  chief  centres  of  population. 

Housing. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  report  that  during  the  year  a  start, 
albeit  in  a  small  way,  has  been  made  in  rehousing  families  who  are  at 
present  living  in  unfit  houses.  This  question  will  have  to  be  tackled 
seriously  sooner  or  later  and  with  each  succeeding  year  the  problem  is 
becoming  more  and  more  acute.  While  appreciating  that  the  housing 
of  families  without  a  home  of  their  own  must  continue  to  receive  top 
priority,  it  should  be  remembered  that  trying  to  live  and  rear  a  family 
in  squalid  unhealthy  surroundings  is  probably  as  great  a  cause  of 
domestic  disharmony,  with  all  its  attendant  anti-social  consequences, 
as  being  forced  to  share  a  home. 

I  would  strongly  urge  that  when  the  council  are  considering  their 
future  building  problems  due  consideration  should  be  given  to  this 
aspect  of  the  housing  situation.

During  the  year,  25  routine  inspections  were  made.  There  were 
2  instances  of  contraventions  or  improvements  effected. 
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Streams  and  Water  Courses. 

Streams  have  been  cleansed  at  Thrintoft,  East  Cowton,  West 
Rounton  and  Nether  Silton. 

The  Beck  at  Water  End,  Brompton,  is  in  need  of  cleansing  and, 
as  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  the  Internal  Drainage  Board  should 
be  pressed  to  give  this  length  of  beck  annual  attention. 

Rodent  Control. 

Consequent  upon  the  passing  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Rural  and  Urban  Councils  appointed  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator.  He  commenced  duties  in  November,  1950,  and 
divides  his  time  equally  between  the  two  Authorities.  Apart  from 
dwelling  houses,  farms,  and  the  Council’s  own  property,  i.e.  refuse 
tips,  sewers,  and  sewage  works,  treatments  were  carried  out  for  British 
Railways. 

The  Council  having  accepted  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  financial  grant  scheme  under  Circular  N.S.  19  give  a  free 
service  to  all  private  dwellings  for  the  eradication  of  Rats  and  Mice. 
A  charge  is  made  for  any  treatment  executed  on  business  premises 
based  on  the  labour  involved,  cost  of  baits  and  poison,  travelling 
expenses,  etc.

Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  progress  continued  on  the  Council’s  district 
water  scheme. 

The  temporary  piped  water  scheme  for  the  village  of  Great 
Langton  was  brought  into  use  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  this  has 
removed  a  longstanding  problem  in  this  village. 
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Seasonal  shortages  of  water  occurred  during  the  year,  particularly 
in  the  late  summer  and  early  autumn,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to 
lead  water  to  the  villages  of  Streetlam  and  Great  Langton.

In  late  January,  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a  new  twelve  cubic 
yard  capacity  Karrier  refuse  collector  to  replace  the  seven  cubic  yard 
capacity  Karrier  Bantam  which  was  sold.  Although  each  village  in 
the  rural  area  is  served  by  the  vehicles,  the  increase  in  house  building 
continues  to  place  a  great  strain  on  the  services.

Milk  and  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

There  are  8  registered  retail  milk-sellers  in  the  area.  During  the 
year  20  inspections  of  premises  were  made. 

There  are  12  dealers  in  ice-cream  registered  by  the  Council, 
3  Osmotherley,  3  Romanby,  and  6  Brompton.  10  dealers  sell  pre¬ 
packed  products  and  2  dealers  bulk  ice-cream,  which  is  obtained  from 
manufacturers  in  Northallerton.  There  are  no  manufacturers  within 
the  Rural  area,  16  inspections  were  made  and  4  samples  procured. 
All  samples  proved  satisfactory  (Grade  I). 
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Food  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  centralised 
in  Northallerton,  and  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  undertake 
relief  duties  at  the  abattoir  when  the  Urban  District  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  away. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  the  settling  tanks  were  emptied  in  the  Parishes  of 
Ainderby  Steeple,  Morton-on- Swale,  Thrintoft,  Yafforth,  Danby 
Wiske,  East  Cowton,  Great  Smeaton,  Hornby,  West  Rounton,  Appleton 
Wiske,  Welbury  and  Borrowby. 

The  tanks  in  Brompton  were  pumped  off  and  cleansed  twice 
during  the  year. 

The  Brompton  Romanby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
is  well  advanced  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  scheme  is  finished  soon 
as  conditions  at  the  point  of  discharge  at  Romanby  are  far  from  satis¬ 
factory.
